giS^-The  greatest  cavalry  expedition  of  the 
war,  started  from  Memphis  and  Corinth, 
Mississippi,  about  the  time  that  General 
Sherman  left  Vicksburgh,  on  his  expedition. 
It  is  under  command  of  Generals  A.  J. 
Smith  and  Grierson,  aud  numbered,  at  the 
lime  of  starting,  full  ten  thousand  men.  It 
is  presumed,  and  we  suppose  correctly,  that 
it  is  a  part  of  Genernl  Sherman  a  command 
or  to  act  in  concert  with  his  forces. 

It  is  known  that  the  rebel  cavalry  forces 
under  Roddy,  Lee,  Adams,  and  Forrest  had 
concentrated  to  oppose  the  advance  of  Gen 
Smith's  forces.  Anil  from  rebel  sources 
there  is  a,  rumor  that  they  attacked  General 
Smith  at  West  Point,  Mississippi,  and  had 
driven  hiiu  back  with  considerable  loss. 
We  await  further  news,  before  we  put  any 
reliance  in  the  report. 

After  the  foregoing  was  in  type,  a  tele 
gram  from  Memphis  was  received  stating 
that  Gen.  Smith's  cavalry  force  returned  to 
that  city,  at  three  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  the  26th,  from  the  raid  on  the  Mobile 
and  Ohio  Railroad.  They  destroyed  a  large 
amount  of  corn  and  other  provisions,  and 
made  a  jvveck  of  the  tru-tle  work  on  ths 
railroad.  The  rebel  cavalry  were  encounter 
sd  and  considerable  fighting  was  done.  The 
fruits  of  the  expedition  includes  2,000  ne- 
groes, 1,500  mules,  brought  in,  and  1,000, 
000  bushels  corn  destroyed  It  was  success 
ful  in  every  thing  except  in  terming  a  junc 
tion  with  Gen.  Sbkkman  This  failure  must 
be  regarded  as  overbalancing  alt  the  advan 
tages  gained,  and  may  he  the  cause  ot  die 
aster  to  our  forces  now  in  the  heart  of  the 
enemy's  country.    The  rebel  cavalry,  how 


appears  that  it  is  neither  a  raid,  nor  yet,  as 
charged  by  some  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  opponents, 
a  mere  political  move;  but  an  effort  for  per- 
manent possession,  to  relievo  the  citizens, — 
a  majority  of  whom  it  is  known  have  ever 
been  loyal  to  the  old  flag, — and  to  cut  off  the 
chief,  if  not  almost  only,  rebel  dependence 
for  a  supply  of  beef. 

A  circular  from  "P.  M  White,  Major  and 
Chief  Commissary"  of  the  rebel  army  has 
come  into  possession  of  our  Government.  In 
this  circular  the  rebel  commissary  gives  ex- 
tracts from  letters  from  the  commissary  de- 
partmenlsof  Joe  Johnston  and  Beauregard  s 
armies,  urgnig  in  the  strongest  terms  possi 
blc  to  imagine,  the  necessity  of  sending  from 
Florida,  all  the  cattle  that  can  be  obtained; 
one  of  the  latter  stating  that  "all  other 
sources  are  exhausted,  aud  we  [the  rebels] 
are  now  dependent  upon  yourState  [Florida] 
for  beef  for  the  army."  This  was  in  October 
last.  Two  ol  the  many  extracts,  ho  gives 
are  these  : 

Major  Millcn,  of  Savannah,  on  October 
19th,  says:  ''I  assure  you,  Major,  that  the 
stock  of  bacon  and  beef  for  the  armies  of 
the  Confederals  States  is  now  exhausted;  and 
we  must  depend  entirely  upon  what  We  may 
gather  weekly.  Starvation  stares  the  army 
in  the  face!  The  handwriting  is  on  the 
wall." 

On  the  26th  October,  he  says:  'From 
he  best  information  I  have  the  resources  ot 
food  (meat)  of  both  the  Tennessee  and  Vir- 
ginia armies  are  exhausted.  This  remark 
now  applies  with  equal  force  to  South  Caro 
lina  and  Georgia,  and  the  army  must  hence 
forth  depend  upon  the  energy  of  the  pur- 
chasing Commissaries,  through  their  daily 
or  weekly  collections  I  have  exhausted 
the  beef  eattle,  and  am  now  obliged  to  kill 
stock  cattle." 

"Major"  White  then  continues  to  ur^e 
his  plea  as  follows: 

Now,  two  large  armies  look  almost  solely 
to  Florida  to  supply  one  entire  article  of 
subsistence.  The  entire  surplus  ot  this 
year's  crop  of  bacon  throughout  the  Confed 
•racy,  even  when  husbanded  with  the  tit 
most  economy,  will  be  inadequate  to  the 
demands  of  the  Government  This  makes 
it  the  duty  of  every  man  to  economize  as 
much  as  possible — to  sell  not  a  pound  to 
any  one  else,  while  there  is  any  danger  of 
our  army  suffering,  and  to  pledge  to  schedule 
rates  his  entire  surplus — bacon,  beef,  sugar 
and  syrup — to  the  Government.  I  solemnly 
believe  our  cause  is  hopeless,  unless  our 
people  can  be  brought  to  this  point. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  address  this 
confidential  circular  to  the  principal  men  in 
the  various  sections  of  the  State,  and  invoke 
their  aid  and  co  operation  with  the  Purcha- 
sing Commissaries  and  Government  Agents 
in  their  districts  in  inaugurating  and  put 
ling  into  operation  some  system  by  which 
our  armies  can  be  more  properly  supplied  ; 
and  ail  of  our  resources,  which  are  necessa 
ry,  secured  to  the  Government.  The  appeals 
to  me  are  more  and  more  urgent  every  day. 
The  pre?sure  upon  our  State  is  very  great. — 
Should  she  now  respond  to  the  call  made 
upon  her  resources,  as  she  has  upon  tht 
bloodiest  battle-fields  of  the  war.  the  metis 
ure  of  her  glory  will  be  full.  But  if  we 
withhold  our  supplies,  we  will  cripple  our 
army,  and  render  it  impossible  for  them  to 
advance,  after  achieving  the  most  signal  vie 
lories  The  people  at  home  mu>t  put 
themselves  upon  a  war  tooting.  They  must 
sow  and  plant  and  gather  for  the  Govern 
ment.  Then,  and  not  till  then,  will  the 
bright  rays  of  peace  break  through  the 
cloud3  of  war  which  overhang  us

Judge  Williams  delivered  the  opinion  of  the 
Court. 

This  suit  was  brought  by  Barnes,  White  &  Co., 
who  were  bankers,  to  correct  a  mistake  in  a  set- 
tlement with  Goorge  Hamilton,  who  kept  an  ac- 
count with  tbem.  The  mistake  arose  in  transfer- 
ring the  balance  due  by  appellant  from  one  month 
to  another.  Motion  was  made  by  Hamilton  for 
further  time  to  answer,  and  also  for  a  continU' 
ance;  both  motions  were  overruled. 

This  Court  sustains  the  Court  below,  in  thus

On  the  second  day  of  the  meeting,  there 
was,  from  the  various  reports  published  in 
Louisville  and  Cincinnati  papers,  considera- 
ble noise  and  confusion,  proceeding  princ> 
pally  from  the  extreme  radical  element  from 
Missouri.  Bui  the  more  politic  and  prudent 
portion  of  the  convention  finally  shaped 
matters,  in  a  great  measure,  to  suit  them 
selves. 

The  labors  of  the  convention  produced 
the  lollowing  resolutions: 

L  Resolved.  That  the  unity  of  this  country 
with  the  present  republican  form  of  Govern 
ment,  Stale  and  National  must  be  preserved, 
and  the  rebellion  suppressed. 

2  That  llit very  wus  the  cause  and  now 
constitutes  the  strength  of  the  rebellion: 
that  we  can  see  no  hope  of  permanent  peace 
until  the  principles  of  freedom  announced 
in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the 
Federal  Constitution,  are  carried  into  prac- 
tice. The  question  whether  slavery  is  to  be 
perpetuated  or  not  is  no  longer  exclusively  a 
State  but  a  National  one.  It  is,  therefore, 
proper  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Uniied 
Stales  should  be  so  amended  as  to  secure 
freedom  to  every  human  being  within  its 
jurisdiction.  Such  a  guarantee  of  individ- 
ual freedom  is  as  necessary  in  the  Constitu 
tion  of  the  United  Stales,  as  that  of  Repub- 
lican form  of  government  to  each  State. 

3.  The  Government  has  the  constitutional 
right  to  command  the  services  of  every  man, 
no  matter  what  his  color  or  condition, 
whether  bond  or  tree.  The  master  can  not 
interpose  his  right  between  the  man  and  the 
Government,  and  we  are  in  favor  of  enlisting 
and  enrolling  all  alike. 

4  That  during  a  rebellion,  the  President, 
the  exercise  of  the  war  power,  has  full 

and  ample  atithorityito  free  all  the  slaves  in 
the  rebellious  districts,  and  they  are  hereby 
invested  irrevocably  with  all  the  rights  of 
freemen,  and  in  the  present  rebellion  he 
ought  to  exercisejthis  power  to  its  full  extent. 

5  That  with  the  effects  of  the  President's 
amnesty  proclamation  before  us,  we  declare 
that,  in  our  opinion,  the  same  has  been  in- 
jurious to  the  Union  cause,  ami  in  its  opera 
lion  within  the  districts  to  which  it  specially 
applies,  humiliating  and  unjust  to  loyal 
men,  by  placing  them  upon  the  eame  footing 
with  rebels,  and  we  wuu'd.  therefore,  urge 
ts  recall  or  suspension  until  armed  rebellion 
is  wholly  crushed. 

6  That  the  Slave  State  Freedom  Conven- 
tion be  permanently  organized,  by  the  for- 
mation of  an  Executive  Committee  of  one 
member  and  one  alternate  member  from 
each  of  the  slave  States,  lor  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  its  principles,  and  that  the  del- 
egations from  each  Stdte  represented  in  this 
convention  appoint  the  members  of  eaid 
com  mi i  tee. 

7.  That  we  declare  ourselves  favorable  to 
such  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  as  shall  rnnlca  the  Presi 
dam's  election  for  one  term  only.

Many  persons,  taking  the  exaggerated  re

The  Union  Convention  of  Indiana, 
which  assembled  on  the  22d  February,  at 
Indianapolis,  nominated  0.  H.  Mortoni 
Lieutenant  Governor,  and  acting  Executive 
of  the  Slate,  as  their  candidate  for  Gover- 
nor. Resolutions  were  passed  unanimous 
ly  reeom m ending  Mr.  Lincoln  for  re  election. 
The  Convention  was  a  very  large  asseni 
blage;  and  every  part  of  the  State  numer- 
ously represented. 


B^Therc  is  a  report  by  way  of  New 
York,  that  Gen  Seymour,  who  was  in  com- 
mand of  the  .troops  in  Florida,  permitted 
himself  to  be  surprised  on  the  20th,  near 
Sanderson,  and  the  Federal  troops  were  de 
feated,  and  fell  back  to  Jacksonville. 

The  Nashville  papers,  from  information 
trom  Gen.  Grant's  headquarters,  discredits 
the  report. 

Later — Richmond  papers  tip  to  the  20th 
were  received  at  Fortress  Monroe  yesterday- 
These  contain  no  report  of  a  great  rebel 
victory,  or  any  kind  of  a  victory.  A  dis- 
patch dated  Tallahassee,  Fla.,  Feb.  26th, 
says  our  forces  had  retreated  to  Jacksonville, 
and  mention  a  rebel  officer  who  was  killed 
in  sonic  engagement,  but  no  reference  is 
made  to  an  event  such  as  we  have  had  re- 
ported via  New  York  The  latter  speaks  of 
the  disaster  as  having  occurred  on  the  after 
noon  of  the  20th. 

The  silence  of  the  rebel  press  on  this  sub- 
ject cannot  be  explained,  except  upon  the 
ground  thai  no  disaster  occurred.  If  the 
rebels  had  gained  the  advantages  indicated  by 
the  New  York  rumors,  they  would  not  only 
have  reported  it,  but  blazoned  it  abroad  and 
talked  about  it,  unless  they  have  very  re 
cently  changed  their  policy  regarding  mat- 
ters.

RESOLUTIONS. 

First — That  the  unity  of  this  cotntry,

Second — That  slavery  was  the  cause  and 
now  constitutes  the  strength  of  this  rebellion:

nounced  in  our  constitutions  are  carried  into 
practice. 

Third — The  question  whether  slavery  is 
to  be  perpetuated  or  not,  is  not  longer  a 
State  but  a  National  one;  it  is  therefore 
proper  that  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  should  be  so  amended  as  to  secure 
freedom  for  every  human  being— such  a 
guarantee  of  individual  freedom  is  as  neces 
sary  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Unite  1  States 
as  that  ot  a  republican  form  of  government 
to  each  State  In  framing  such  a  provision 
the  claims  of  loval  owners  in  loyal  comnin 
nities  ought  to  be  considered; 

Fcnrth — The  Government  has  the  consti 
tutional  right  to  command  the  services  of 
every  man,  no  matter  what  his  color  or  con 
dition,  whether  bond  or  free.  The  master 
can  not  interpose  his  right  between  the  man 
and  his  Government. 

On  the  23d  they  held  another  meeting,  and 
adopted  the  following 

CALL  FOB  A  STATE  CONVENTION

jjgj-  John  C.  Breckinridfb  has  been  ap 
pointed  to  the  nommnnd  of  the  rebel  army 
in  Western  Virginia.  On  the  announcement 
of  the  fact  he  made  a  speech  to  the  remnant 
of  the  Kentucky  brigade  with  him,  in  the 
course  of  which,  as  reported  by  a  rebel 
paper,  be  said: 

He  had  been  ordered,  without  his  own 
seeking  or  solicitation,  to  the  command  ot 
ttie  Department  of  Western  Virginia,  nnd 
he  considered  it  no  departure  from  the  P  les 
of  military  decorum  to  say  that  he  had 
msde  everv  effort  to  obtain  permission  for 
this  brigade  to  go  wi  h  him.

Death  ol  .Mr«.  W  illiam  Henry  Harrison. 

Mrs.  Harrison,  the  relict  of  President 
Harrison,  died  on  Thursday,  February  25, 
1S64,  at  her  residence  ai  North  Bend,  aged 
88  years  and  7  months.  She  was  buried  on 
the  28th. 

The  Cincinnali  Gaeette  accompanies  the 
announcement  of  the  event  with  the  annex 
ed  remarks  ; 

A  mother  in  Israel  has  departed — another 
of  those  pioneers  who  are  passing  awav — 
nearly  all  gone,  and  of  whom  it  may  soon 
be  said,  "They  are  all  gathered  to  their  tail  - 
ers."  Coming  generations  will  reap  the  fruit 
of  their  labors;  but  their  faces  will  be  seen 
no  more. 

Mrs  Harrison  was  the  daughter  of  John 
Cleves  Symtnes,  the  original  purchaser  of 
the  Miami  country.  She  was  married  to  the 
Hon.  Capt  Harrison,  who  commanded  Fori 
Washington,  soon  alter  the  departure  ol 
Gen.  Wayne  for  the  Atlantic  States,  proba 
bit  in  17'JO.  She  had,  therelore,  been  forty 
five  years  married  when  her  husband,  then 
President  of  the  United  States,  died,  and 
more  than  twenty  years  since,  a  widow. — 
What  aiaried  life  ot  trial  and  experience 
was  that,  which,  beginning  as  a  pioneer 
child  in  L  ie  Miami  country  in  1789,  has 
lived  SeV« iily-four  years  since,  and  sixty  five 
a  wile  and  widow  But  Mrs  Harrison's  life 
comprehended  vastly  more  than  this.  Sh* 
was  with  her  husband  as  lie  passed  through 
all  the  stations  of  civil  and  of  military  c-x 
reer.  She  married  him  as  Capt.  Harrison 
She  saw  him  as  General  and  Commander 
in-Chief,  Member  of  Congress,  Senator, 
Governor,  and  President.  She  was  with  him 
in  prosperity  and  adversity,  for  they  were 
compelled  lo  see.  in  various  ways,  not  a  lit- 
tle of  adversity. 

In  this  long  career,  Mrs  Harrison  never 
ailed  in  any  Christian  duty.  Perhaps,  her 
most  distinct  trail  of  character,  in  relation 
to  that  public  lite,  in  which  her  husband 
ind  family  were  so  much  called  to  act.  was 
ier  want  of  any  love  ol  show,  or  inordinate 
ambition.  To  all  the  allurements  of  public 
life,  she  was  indifferent;  but  quietly  pursued 
the  humble,  discrete,  self  denying  offices  of 
a  Christian  woman.  In  fact,  Mrs.  Harrison 
was  il  pious,  devoted,  benevolent  Christian, 
pursuing  the  duties  of  the  Christian  life 
with  exemplary  fidelity.  Her  character  is 
summed  up  in  a  paragraph,  from  Howe's 
Ohio:''  "She  is  distinguished  for  her  benev- 
olence ami  her  piety;  all  who  know  her 
view  her  with  esteem  and  affection  ;  and  her 
whole  course  through  life,  in  all  its  relations, 
has  been  characterized  by  those  qualifica- 
tions that  complete  the  character  of  an  ac- 
complished matron." 

When  sueh  a  matron,  who  has  seen  hus- 
baud,  children  and  even  grandchildren  de 
scend  before  her  to  the  grave,  shall  depart 
full  of  graee,  and  leaving  her  fruits  behind 
who  shall  lament?  The  aged  trunk  has  fa! 
len,  but  the  spirit  has  gone  to  God,  who 
gave  it.  Blessed  are  the  the  dead  who  die 
in  the  Lord.
